Cooke found that when mule 
deer are stressed (usually by pro- 
, longed drought), female fawns 
die at three to four times the rate 
of male fawns. It is unknown 
whethtt ifiCTeaset^nacu^ 
tality among fohales ei^ved u a 
means of keeping the population 
low, but It accomplishes ^t pur- 
pose. 

Unlike whitetails, which tend 
to bounce back quickly when con- 
ditions are good, mule deer 
rebound slowly.
